TWO ARE BADLY BURNED 


Fire Smarts at Five O'clock 
This Morning and the 
Building and Contents are 
a Total Loss.

' Philadelphia, Aug. 5.—The Blue 
Mountain House at Penmar,' on the 
Pennsylvania-Maryland line, was de- 
stroyed by fire today, two guests be- 
ing seriously injured. 
They are B. 


P. Metzgar and Malcolm Frank, ol 
Norfolk, ya. 
The men were t»adly 


burned and bruised in attempting to 
escape. 
They were on the fourth 


floor and were rescued when they 
had gotten to 
the 
second. 
Both 


were taken to Waynesboro, Penn.. 
In an automobile. 


The fire started at 5 a. m. in the 


main building, driving the guests to 
the lawns In scanty clothing. Some 
of them were unable to save their 
belongings. The building was quick- 
ly destroyed and it was impossible 
to save anything in the way of fur- 
niture. 


The fire had its 
origin 
in the 


kitchen and quickly spread to ad- 
joining rooms and halls, thence to 
the elevator shaft 
and the 
floors 
above. 


There were 175 guests in the ho- 


tel. 
Mfitzgar and Frank, who are 


uncle and nephew, did not hear the 
alarm wkich aroused the sleeping- 
Kuests. 
They found themselves sur- 


rounded by fire in their room on the 
fourth floor and in their frantic ef- 
fort to escape, they fell through 
F> 


trap door into a flame-swept hall 
and were seriously burned about the 
face and head. 


The hotel was built by the West- 


ern Maryland railroad company 25 
years ago and in its day was one 
,<of the best known mountain resorts 
in the country. 
It was owned by a

law, 
which the Cleveland Plain Dealer has brought out by contrasting! 


conditions in New York where there is no such law and in Ohio, it is 
easy to see why it was necessary to use money in the campaign for 
signatures. 
The Plain Dealer's contrast was effectively illustrated 


by using the recent factory hollocaust at Binghamton, which cost 50 
lives. The Plain Dealer said: "The employing firm at Binghamton 
is reported to have carried liability insurance. . That probably means 
a fight in court for each "suit for damages filed. That means lawyers' 
fees, legal delays and many vexatious developments, and in the end, 
means that none of the dependents of the dead, and none of the crip- 
pled is likely ever to gain adequate compensation. . The crippled must 
go though life maimed and handicapped, possibly helpless and de- 
pendent, may even become inmates of county alms houses. .Society 
suffers and individuals suffer. 


Had such a tragedy occurred in Ohio the crippled would have 


been caerd for at the hospitals without expense to themselves, the best 
of surgical attendance would have been provided, there would have 
been allowance for. expenses and at the end an adjustment commen- 
surate with the injury suffered. For the dead there would have been 
funeral expnses allowed, and to those dependent on the victims there 
would have been adjustment of compensation in the name of justice 
administered by the state.
